FASHION NOTES FROM 'PARIS. 


a — + 


ARESS on the Paris stage is always in- 
teresting. The plot of the play may be 
weak, the staging more or less good, 
but the dresses are rarely anything but first- 
The French actress takes as much 
pains in collecting her clothes as she does in 
perfecting her diction, realising that a good 
beal of t the uccess of the piece lies in her 
clothes, an@ the intelligent way she wears 
them. 

Some women seek inspiration for a new 
frock by looking at stage models. Half a 
dozen manpequin parades are not nearly so 
uséful to them as one evening at the theatre. 
— slow, studious pose of a mannequin does 

t always give a dress the necessary vitality 
lé make a good impression, but a guick move- 
ment or a well-trained gesture may Pape 
possibilities and touch sympathetic cords of 
mterest in the audience, so that the dress 
itself becomes a part of the woman’s charac- 
ter. This is a great help to women who are 
not primarily imaginative. 

Several new plays are now being given 
where the frocks are typical of the winter's 
fashions. Colour runs riot in them, and for 
evening wear beautiful metal cloths of im- 
credible softness, in faded tones of marvellous 
colouring, are fav oured by Parisian actresses. 
Skirts are very short, and there are box- 
pleats and inverted pleats—these, of course, 
only in satins, crépe-de-chines, and woollen 
materials. Where evening frocks are concerned 
there are lovely gauzy floating panels, much 
drapery, and ‘* flounces.” On the stage we 


see hip-iine waists, short skirts, pleats, and 


full chiffon frocks. Two-piece jumper dresses, 
and, as I have just said, a riot of colour. 
The draped dress is very popular with a 
mere shoulder strap or two, half a vard of 
tulle, and a few beads and things in the way 
of a top.

But it “‘takes some wearing.’ as the 
couturiére say. The right sort of figure is re- 
aired, also an immaculate complexion. I 
don’t. know about the figure, but the com- 
plexion part need not worry anybody. Com- 
plexions are as easily managed abroad as at 
home. As for materials, there are some 
beautiful chiffons to be seen, with little 
rococo designs, of rose-buds and leaves or 
large border designs of orchids or poppies.

CARE OF THE HANDS. THE NEW POOR. 
a + 


HE doirg of housework is likely to have 
a most deteriorating effect upon the 
hands unless special precautions are 
taken ; but if care is taken it is quite possible 
to do one’s own work and yet have presentable 
hands. Every houseworker’s ‘‘ trousseau ' 
should include at least two pairs of gloves— 
and three pairs are better. One pair should 
be of washable material, and should be worn 
for dusting and polishing opérations. Another 
pair, of rubber, afford protection to the hands 
during washing up, washing and the prepara- 
tion of GA. Sr Soda water is ruinous to 
the hands, and some protection of this sort is 
absolutely necessary. 

In spite of all precautions, however, the 
nails are apt to get very dirty during the 
day’s work. If they will not come clean with 
an orange stick and peroxide of hydroger, a 
never- failing cleansing method consists of 

“‘ digging ” the nails into a cake of soap which 
has been softened in water. Let the layer of 
soap remain under the nails for a few 
minutes, and then serub the hands. lí the 
skin of the hands is apt to get cracked and 
dry; a lotion should be kept hardy to rub 
into them several times a day. especially after 
putting them in water. One of the most 


effective lotions is made by mixing equal quan- 


tities of olive oil and Jemon juice. This can 
he kept in a handy place, within reach at all 
times. 

lí very dirty work has to be done, it is 
wise to rub the hands with grease or oil 
beforehand, as grease is impervious to dirt. 

Should the nails become stained, the 
simplest way to clean them is to plunge the 
fingers into the half of a cut lemon, squeezing 
them in and out until the stain disappears. 

Houseworkers are often troubled with warts 
on the hands. These can be cured quickly if 
they are painted with a solution of sal am 
moniac. This operation must, however, be 
performed with due caution, as the liquid will 
burn the skin if allowed to touch the hand. 
‘The safest precaution is to take a piece of 
thick paper and to cut holes the size of the 
warts to be treated. This ''mask “” is then 
placed over the hand and just the warts 
painted with the solution. 

Such simple methods of care as these will 
do much to keep the hands soft and in good 
condition, however much work they have to 
do ix ministering to the household.

THE CITY OF THE LEGIONS 
RECONSTRUCTED. 


_ Archeology sometimes yields a book that 
is full of fascination for the general reader 
—a book that excites the imagination and 
gives the mind fresh interest in familiar 
scenes. Just such a book is Mr. Gordon 
Home’s “ Roman London,” a work which 
1s a8 thorou<h a piece of scholarship as his 
Roman. York,” but charged with a larger 
importance by reason of its larger theme. 
Another recent book covers the same ground 
in technical manner, and tells us of the 
accumulated results of excavation on the 
site of Londinium; but Mr. Home is the 
first to give us a connected history of 
London in Roman days. 
Some cities have become great by politi- 
eal accident or at the dictate of a military 
enius. London was not. among. these. 
‘rom the beginning the site at the head of 
the tidal waters of the Thames and in the 
midst of the most fertile part of Britain 
was marked for development, There can 
be little doubt that London was a place of 
importance long before the Roman inva- 
sion, Mr. Home is somewhat unsatisfac- 
tory in his Celtic history and etymology, 
but he justly observes that the fact that 
the Romans could not displace the Celtic 
name of the city when they sought to make 
it known as Augusta proves that the Celtic 
city was known far and wide. The influx 
of British forces into Gaul made Ceasar 
decide to invade Britain and cut off at .ts 
source this stream of reinforcements to 
his Gaulish enemies. How the Romans 
entered Britain is familiar to others 
besides Macaulay's schoolboy; but Mr. 
Home seeks to trace the march of the 
Roman Army through what now is Kent 
until (Caesar saw London below him, de- 
fended by entrenchments and a stockade. 
It is suggested that Cesar crossed the river 


at Chelsea, where a large quantity of 
Roman and British weapons and skulls 


was found on the north side of the river 
bed some seventy years ago—suggesting 
that the northern bank of a ford at this 
spot was defended in a great conflict. 

Mr. Home tells well the story of the 
conquest, with its tremendous vicissitudes 
—involving the burning down of London 
at least once—and the tragic fortunes of 
Boadicea, whose name was a prjmitive 
equivalent of Victoria. With numerous 
photographs he shows us relics of Lon- 
diium—the Roman walls, British glass- 
ware, weapons, statues and inscriptions, 
locks, keys, lamps, and an ancient boat. 
With clever drawings he seeks to recon- 
struct the appearance of the brick houses 
of Londinium and the elevation of tha 
fortifications at Newyate, with crenellated 
walls and tiled roofs above the towers. We 
reproduce one of Mr. Home’s drawings, 
which seeks to recreate the appearance of 
Londinium, as seen by the traveller an- 
proaching from the suburbs in what now is 
Southwar':. The period is that of its 
createst wealth and size-Zabout the end ol 
the fourth century of the Christian era. 
Temple and basilica may be discerned on 
the height now occunied by the Bank of 
England and Cornhill. 

Readers will be surprised by the measure 
of detail with which Londinium can be 
reconstructed, and by the image of a 
brilliant and refined life set before us. We

FAMOUS SAILING SHIPS. 
Captain F. C. Bowen's beautiful volume, 
“The Golden Age of Sail,” contains some 
ninety illustrations of famous sailing ships 
taken from the Macpherson collection. 
The “ golden age’’ is considered to have 
opened about 1780, when ship designing 
really became a science. It closed in 1870, 
for by that time the Suez Canal had been 
opened and steam had established its 
supremacy. 
The first part of the book consists of a 
description of the plates, all being dealt 
with separately. These descriptions, which 
give a few details of every ship repre- 
sented and an outline of her history, are 
interspersed with a running comment on 
the genéral development of sailing. This 
method of treatment is doubly advan- 
tageous, in that it enables the reader to 
keep in touch with the general. sea history 
of the times, while at the same time enjoy:

Buildings | 
mostly were of brick, but plaster was com- | 
mon, and, as a rule, the stucco was coloured 
red. Roofs were covered with pinkish | 
tiles. In fact, Londinium was as gay, if 
point of colour, as a Meditérranean city. 
Houses may have run to four or five 
storeys—judging by the three-feet walls 
which vemain. Shops lined what now is 
Lombard street, and fibulae have been 
found there which seem to be relics of a 
jeweller’s business. 


The London basilica was only fifty feet 
shorter than St. Paul's Cathedral. The 
lower walls were lined with marble, and | 
fragments of plaster, painted with green | 
foliage on a fed groutid, have survived. | 
Beautiful pieces of mosaic have been found 
in London, and one of these—a design 
representing Bacchus—imay wiark the site 
of the Government House. The Treasury 
and the Mint seem to have been situated 
where now the Tower stands. Remnants of 
a glass factory have been discovered. An 
amphitheatre probably existed in what now 
is Southwark, ard it is thought that the! 
use of that suburb across the river for 
purposes of amusement is a survival of 
Roman times. The bridge was of mcssive 
timber, probably painted heavily, and | 
adorned with bronze. 

In Southwark there was a temple to 
Isis. In Londinium proper there were 
temples to Diana, the Mother Goddesses, 
Jupiter and Juno, a river god, Bona For- 
tuna and Mithras. Pictures show us frag- 
ments of images of the Dew Matres and of 
Mithraic ritual—the latter. marking the 
favourite devotions of the legions. Duin, 
the greater part of the life of Roman Lon- 
don a Christian church would be sought 
in vain; for the Christian faith was 
practised, if at all, in secret places by 
sinall groups of worshippers. It is outside 
the walls that Christian relics have been 
found—-such as the massive font which still 
is in use at St. Etheldreda’s Church, Hol- 
born. 
Mr. Home’s chapters on the relics of 
Londinium are especially interesting. It 
is curious to learn thaf a piece of red 
granite—the base of a column which must 
have been forty feet high—weighs about 
four tons, and must have been brought all 
the way from Westmoreland. Most in- 
terestiny of all, however, are the transcrip- 
tions of Greek and Roman inscriptions, 
with translations, given in an appendix. 
In Drury lane was found a memorial 
tablet bearing a Greek inscription of great 
antiquity which, translated; means: 
“ Dexios, excellent son of. Fare- 
well !”’ A Roman soldier of Legio IL. 
Augusta (Caerleon) leaves this inscription 
on a Mithraic monument. found in Wall- 
brook—‘‘ Ulpius Silvanus, having served 
his time in Legio II. Augusta, fulfils his 
vow.” In Warwick lane, Newgate, this 
was found scratched upon a brick: 
“é Austalis dibus VIII. vagatur sib coti- 
dum ”’ (sic)—which is interpreted to be a 
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“Pass the Jam, Please”

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS OF ENGLAND, 

Mr. Wailkins,.in his history of the great 
English schools, examines the various 
chartersand grants with which these insti- 
tutions originated. He quotes extensively 
from Broughams Select Committee of 
1818 which inquired into the ‘‘ Education 
of the Lower Orders,’ and also from the 
report of the Royal Commission on Public 
Schools which paved the way for the pass- 
ing of the Public Sehools Act of 1868. 
He contends that at the time of the Refor- 
mation the property of the monasteries, 
instead of being applied to public pur- 
poses, was appropriated by officials. So 
many schools were wiped out at this time 
that an Act was passed in the reign of 
Kdward' VI. for the establishment of some 
thirty schools which were re-endowed and 
ve-founded by charter as “ King Edward 
VI.’s Grammar Schools.’’ 

Winchester and Eton alone retained 
their property intact. Both of these 
schools had been founded primarily for 
the education of the poor. Rugby was 
founded in the. sixteenth century, when 
Lawrence Sheriffe provided lands to main- 
tain a school and almshouse at this town. 
His primary intention was to provide edu- 
cation for the children of Rugby and 
Brownsover. Mr. Wilkins argues that the 
public schools have been hedged about 
with such restrictions that they have 
become the preserve of the privileged 
classes, and that the humbler people of 
the land have been robbed of their educa- 
tional birthright.

Yet, this was 
the man who had subjected himself secretly 
to a most rigorous asceticism—an ascetic- 
ism which included the periodic wearing of 
a spiked chain, In his letters from the 
Front he tells of a Mass of the Dead at 
the Somme, said in a trench with thou- 
sands of corpses around; then the Adeste, 
sung by a soldier from Dolphin's Barn, 
“with just a touch of the sweet Dublin 
accent,” whilst cannon beomed.

THE ART OF WATTEAU. 

The second volume in the series of 
Masters of Painting, now being issued 'y 
The Studio, contains twelve three-colour 
plates representing different aspects of the 
work of Watteau, with an introduction by 
My. Sacheverell Sitwell. Unfortunately, 
no master Jends Limself less to coloured 
reproduction than Watteau, for the 
luminousness of the dark masses of shadow 
which so often form the greater part of bis 
backgrounds, becomes a mere heaviness 
which overloads the pictures, and the deli- 
cate brilliancy of the pale blues and pinks 
which are the chief high lights, is too 
often turned to a dim vapidness. Highty 
developed as is the modern three-colour 
process, there are still certain qualities 
Which elude it. and those qualitics happen 
to be the chief attraction of Watteau. 
Despite these drawbacks, the plates serve 
to give an excellent general impression of 
the art of the painter, and next to the 
pictures themselves are the best means of 
studying him.

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CATTLE. 

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thursday.—The gather- 
ing of stock in each branch of market this 
morning was on the smaller side of last week's 
numbers, ard, with a better attendance of 
cross-Channel men, a healthier disposition 
dominated trade throughout; but the most 
that can be said with regard to the value 
question is that terms were, perhaps, more 
stabilised than previously. There was cer- 
tainly no general improvement, ard only in 
the case of very prime heavy-weight bullocks 
can prices be said to be more freely obtained 
than before. The better demand for heavy- 
weight bullocks appears to be due to the 
surinkage and more ordinary description of 
Canadian arrivais. Of course, white these 
were available London and the South of Eng- 
land were drawing pretty extensively on Bir- 
kenhead, Manchester aud Cardiff for this class 
of meat, but the heavy-weight Irish article 
is recently commanding more attention. in 
the better tone of business, too, there was a 
fairly good sell-up of the market, although 
trade ran into a late hour of the day. With 
regard to Canadian cattle, Montreal advices 
for this week’s shipments are given as 1,719 
for Liverpool, Manchester and Glasgow. Prices 
are about 25 cents. per 100 lbs. or: the dearer 
side of last day. Prime heavy steers make 
from 8.50 to 8.75 dollars per 100 ibs., mediums 
from 8.00 to 8.25, and ordinary from 7.50 to 
7.75. Cows and bulls are rated from 5.25 to 
5.75 per 100 lbs. There 1s some reason to be- 
lieve that an arrangement has been arrived 
at by the Canadian and United States Goverr- 
ments ty which the latter has agreed to re- 
move the ban from Canadian cattle going over 
the border into the States. It appears that 
this arrangement awaits legaliging, acd on its 
conclusion the position of the\Irsh cattle in- 
dustry ought to be reassuring, more especially 
for the heavier finished qualities of beasts, 
on leading English and Scotch markets.

Lhe show of cattle was of rather ordirary 
description, but with a decidedly less propor- 
tion of weedy and inferior sorts, yet a small 
percentage of bullocks and heifers that could 
be classed prime. Market opened rather 
slowly, but subsequently improved appreciably 
in tone, and, no doubt, it was owing to the 
disappointing start that prices were not more 
favourably influenced. Heifers, on the whole, 
were not such a good trade as before; still, 
nice qualities were readily placed to butchers 
at, say, 50s. to 5ls. per cwt. For the nicer 
ard well-finished heavier run of bullocks up to 
12 and 13 cwts. prices went from 50s. to 51s. 
and 52s. 6d. per cwt.; in a few isolated cases 
a little more money was mentioned. There 
was plenty of fairly useful commercial cattle 
to be drawn upon. The better run of these 
averaged 46s. 6d. to 48s. per cwt., whilst 
plainer types rated from 40s. to 45s. An im- 
proved inquiry for beef cows for both home 
consumption and Lancashire requirements ; 
prices rather firmer than last week. Best 
quality fat cows ran from 37s. 6d. to 40s., 
aud occasionally 42s. 6d. per cwt. Old and 
wasty classes of beef cows, say, from 25s. to 
55s., according to character. More fat 
bulls in evidence, but few of the 
uicer description, and these were mostly 
secured by North of Ireland men, the rougher 
sorts going to Lancashire Average heavy 
bulls 56s. to 40s., but for the nicer qualities 
and particularly handy weights terms were 
from 40s. to 42s. 6d.; in one or two instances 
near 44s. per cwt. was recorded. 

In the ovine department it was hard to find 
really prime quality wethers; even these, 
nevertheless, proved tedious to cash around 
last day’s money. The general run of hoggets 
were rather more negotiable, but at disap- 
pointing rates. A slight sp Sip T in the 
shipping trade was helpful, but in this direc- 
tion buyers’ terms were generally around £4 
per head ; in outside cases, perhaps, £3 7s. 6d. 
each. At the same time, shippers wanted 
good weight for this money. Little change 
in the rougher descriptions of sheep, but, as 
with cattle, there was a better clearance made 
of pens. For tip-top qualities of Dublin 
wethers prices went up to £5 5s., and for 
some of the nicer pens £5 7s. 6d. and £5 10s. 
per head was paid. Prime gay mutton 
may be quoted as from 11}d. to 123d. per Ib. ; 
perhaps occasionally stightly more for fancy de- 
scriptions. Ordinary classes of mutton 10d. to 
lld., and coarser descriptions around 9d. per 
lb. The one feature of the sheep market was } 
that several lots on many stands of re-entries 
from previous weeks were ultimately disposed 
of this morning, although prices did not come 
up to owners’ expectations, all the same—in 
fact, owners assert that all classes of sheep 
at current rates are unprofitable to feeders. 

DUBLIN DAIRY CATTLE.—Inst 190 head of 
springers and mileh stockers were offered in this branch 
of market. Trade all round rather improved, especially 
for heavy cows of tip-top class and nice quality 
better wilchers suitavie Ww shippers require.cents, 
althouch demand in latter direction is limited. For 
best run of heifer milehers terms average £22 10- to 
£26 10- and £27 each, prime heavy cows £28 to 
£34 and £36 each; average best run of fresh dai-y 
beasts £21 to £27, small and ordinary £12 to £18 
and £20 each. 

DUBLIN PIG.—We had a large gathering of 
fat swine here yesterday, entrants totalling 1,012 head. 
Usual burers well in evidence, and generally trade 
worked out much as betore for the nicer quality and 
weights of hogs, but heavier classes were not quite ro 
readily placed. For choice weight hogs prices a 
110, to 112/6,° and fancy sorts occasionally 115”; 
heavier sorts, say, 105,- to 110/- per ecwt.; forward 
stores realising £4 to £35 10/- each look. excessively 
dear, as compared with current rates for other descrip 
tions of pigs, finished or otherwise.

CHARGE AGAINST A 
SHIPPING AGENT. 


POTENTIAL EMIGRANT’S 
COMPLAINT. 


At Roosky District Court, before Mr. J. H. 
Rice, Distriet Justice, yesterday, John J. 
Carroll, shipping agent, residing at Dromod, 
was char at the suit of the Attorney- 
General with having in November, 1924, and 
January, 1925, converted to his own use £35, 
the property of Denis Guckian, Drumgowla. 
Carrick-on-Shannon, which he had paid for a 
passage to America. There was a further 
charge of forging the name of Denis Guckian 
to a receipt. 

Mr. G. Lynch, State Solicitor, prosecuted, 
and Mr. M. Farrell. Fongford, defended the 
accused. Cuil | 

Denis Guckian stated that in November, 
1924, he decided to go to America. He saw 
the defendant, Carroll, who was a ship- 
ping agent, and asked him to make arrange- 
ments for a ticket, and Carroll told him the 
cost. Defendant asked him for £4 10s. on 
account, and ay it to him. On the 10th 
of January, 1925, Carroll wrote to witness, 
asking him to come and pay a further instal- 
ment, and witness gE” him £13, and on the 
25rd of January, 1925, he paid the balance— 
£17 10s. Carroll gave him receipts, and on 
the last date gave him a ticket op the White 
Star Line. 
Fourteen days afterwards he received a 
letter, alleged to be written by Carroll, asking 
him to return the ticket that had been given 
to him. Witness posted the ticket to him. 
and heard nothing further until the 10th of 
June, when he went in to Carroll and asked 
him to write a letter to his uncle in America, 
who sent him the money, explaining what was 
the cause of the delay. itness asked him 
for a ticket, and Carroll gave him ore on the 
Ancher Line, in substitution for the White 
Star Line ticket. ~- 

Witness wrote to the Anchor Line Company, 
and in corsequence of a reply, he wrote to 
the White Star Line: people, and they sent 
him back a copy of a receipt alleged’ to be 
signed by himself. . He never signed any 
receipts. 

THE MONEY DEMANDED. 
He called to see Carroll, in company with 
Mr. Mirton, of the Anchor Line, and de- 
manded his money off him, and he promised 
to draw it out of the Longford Bank and 
pay it ‘back. He arranged to meet witness at 
Drumsna, to pay the money, and he failed 
to tum up, but sent a letter afterwards, 
stating that he would do nothing further 
until he had a solicitor’s advice, but if he 
(Guckian) went to Derry he was sure the 
Anchor Line people would let him through to 
America. He had not received the money 
since. 
James Frederick Lloyd, accountant to the 
White Star Line Company, said that Carroll 
was appointed an agent on the 24th of May, 
1922, In 1925, in consequence of letters re. 
ceived, the company transferred Mr. Carroll's 
business to their solicitor to deal with. 
William Goffey, solicitor, Liverpool, of the 
firm of Messrs. Hill, Dickinson and Co., soli- 
citors to the White Star Company, stated 
that he wrote, in February last, to Carroll 
in regard to money, £93 15s., collected for 
tickets He received a receipt purporting to 
be signed by Denis Guckian. He wrote de- 
manding a stamped receipt, and Carroll sent 
one, purporting to be signed by himself. 
Captain P. Moynihan, Dublin Castle, gave 
evidence desling with the signatures of a 
number of papers handed in in connection 
with the case. 
To Mr. Farrell—I have not identified any 
handwriting as Carroll's. 
Mr. Rice returned the accused for trial to 
the next Circuit Covrt, to be held at Carriek- 
eo-Shannon, and allowed him bail.

THE INCREASING TOWN RATE. - 

In a comparative table showing the cost of 
the street stafis in a number of towns in the 
Free State with a population similar to, or 
larger than, Ennis, it was shown that Ennis, 
with a population of 5,000, had a higher rate 
than any of them. The figures for Ennis 
were :—Unskilled labour, 50s. to 56s.; cost of 
street staff, £5,456; carter (own horse), 16s. 
per day; carter (Council's horse), 56s. 
In tracing the rise in town rate, the

Forty girls and ‘fifteen men were 
og in fish-curing at the harbour, and 
18, boxes of kippers were Ae ge and 
sold, the price realised being £4,500. '' The 
herring fishing,” the report adds, ‘ varied 
considerably during the months of June and 
July, but improved steadily in August. The 
fish were of excellent quality and good size. 
Cod fishing proved a failure during the year, 
the fish itself being of fair «uality, but very 
small.” The imports through the harbour 
for the year were 6,450 tons of coal and 285 
tons of salt, and the exports were 942 tons 
of pickled herrings. 

In addition to Howth, two other harbours 
(Kingstown and Dunmore East, Co. Water- 
ford) ‘are under the control of the Public 
Works Department. The State Harbours 
..ct of 1924, it will be remembered, abolished 
the Commissioners of tle two last-mentioned 
harbours, and invested the Public 
Department with their functions. The im- 
ports through Dunmore Harbour during the 
year were:—1,259 tons of coal and 100 tous 
of bricks, and the exports were nil. Durin 
the spring fishing season, 20 Irish, 6 Scotc 


fishing there, and caught 4 
ring, valued at £7,497. There was no 
herring fishing during the winter, and lobster 
and crab fishing was a failure in consequence 
of the bad weather. 

At Kingstown, the report states, the 
amount of fish landed shows a falling off, 
as compared with the previous year, es: cially 
in regard to the quantity of herring.

GENERAL MATTERS. 

Other items from the report, of more or 
less general interest. » ; as follow:—On his 
appointment as Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Minister of Finance, Professor J. M. 
O'Sullivan was given special charge of the 
Public Works Department. 

The Royal Dublin Society gave up its rights 
in Leinster House and Leinster Lawn for a 
sum of £68,000, following negotiations with 
the Ministry of Finance. ‘“‘It is yet too soon 
to determine whether Leinster House, with 
the former Lecture Theatre (now the Dail 
Chamber) and the rooms appurtenant to it, 
will be found sufficient and suitable for the 
purposes of the Oireachtas, but it promises 
well. The situation has the advantage of 
being central, and yet well isolated from 
street traffic noises.”’ 

Of the 849 police barracks required, the 
Commissioners have provided 411 permanent 
barracks and 400 temporary barracks. A 
type-plan for the ordinary country barracks, 
to house a sergeant and four Guards, was 
settled during the year, in consultation with 
the Department of Justice and the police 
authorities. It was decided that the normal 
barracks of that class should contain married 
quarters for the sergeant, and, accordingly, 
that a separate living room and three bed- 
rooms should be provided, with a separate 


entrance. This would add considerably to 
the cost of the new barracks, ' but it is

Contracts for the building of 28 new 
National ‘Schools and for works of extension 
were made during the year, representing an 
expenditure of 049, of which £8,662 was 
locally contributed.

‘In spite of the extensive destruction of 
public, as ‘well as private buildings which 
acccmpanied the recent disturbances in Ire- 
land, there are a certain number of buildings 
owned by the Government, for which there 
is apparently no Government use. ‘Most of 
them were formerly coastguard stations, but 
the most important were military barracks. 
It is clearly desirable to dispose of them 
permanently, if: possible, so as to save the 
cost of maintenance to the State, otherwise, 
in short lettings.’’ 

A scheme has been prepared for accom- 
modating all the administrative services of 
the Army at Griffith Barracks, Dublin. The 
married quarters have been separated from 
the remainder of the barrack and have heen 
leased for civilian occupation. 


BEETHOVEN AND HIS 
UNIVERSE. 


MISS GRACE O’BRIEN’S 
LECTURE RECITAL. 


Miss Grace O’Brien, who is not only an 
accomp)ished pianist, but an earnest exponent 
of musical knowledge, began last night at whe 
Engineers’ Hall, Dublin, the series of three 
letcure-recitals, which she has designed as 4 
pleasant course in the history of the develop- 
ment of pianoforte music, 

Her subject last night was ‘‘ Beethoven and 
his Universe.” Beethoven seems so modern 
in many aspects of his ‘music that it is not 
easy to realise that next year will bring’ the 
hundredth anniversary of jis death. Miss 
O’Brien, in the well-arranged lecture portion 
of her exposition, traced the principal facts 
of Beethoven’s career, and the main path of 
his musical development. Then, narrowing 
the subject to Beethoven's pianoforte music, 
she explained the evolution of the piano 
itself, from the more primitive forms of 
instruments that produced sound by the use 
of keys and wires by means of a “ plucking '' 
or a striking action. Some notes on the form 
of musical compositions, with’ special re- 
ference to the survival of the fittest in the 
Sonata form, brought her to her musical 


illustration of the subject-matter of her 
lecture.. Beethoven's pianoforte composi- 
tions were represented, as fairly as was 


possible in the selection of-one example, by 
the Sonata in D Minor, No, 2, of Opus 31. 
Miss O’Brien’s playing of the sonata was 
made all the more interesting by reason of 
her preliminary analysis of the simple 
thematic elemeuts employed by the composer 
in his complex art-structure. 

Next Thursday Miss O’Brien will lecture 
on Chopin, and wil] play numerous examples 
of his music.

The Iraq Treaty. 

Both Houses of the Bagdad Parliament 
have given their approval to the new 
Treaty between Britain and Iraq; and the 
British mandate, consequently, will be ex- 
tended for a further period of twenty-five 
years. The Treaty has been ratified in 
the teeth of strong Nationalist opposition. 
The group of twenty irreconcilables in the 
House of Deputies walked out of the 
Chamber as a protest against the haste 
with which the Government had acted, 
and the activity of Turkish propaganda 
in the Northern provinces of Iraq has 
engendered a certain amount of resent- 
ment among the less enlightened elements 
of the population against Britain's alleged 
desire to retain a grip on the country 
The original Treaty between Britain and 
Iraq was signed in October, 1922, when 
Sir Percy Cox was High Commissioner at 
Bagdad. This treaty was for a period of 
twenty years, but a protocol provided that 
its validity should expire so soon as Iraq 
should be admitted to membership of the 
League of Nations. Britain undertook to 
facilitate her admission to the League; 
but the protocol insisted that the validity 
of the Treaty must come to an end, in 
any case, within four years after the 
conclusion of peace with Turkey. If that 
Treaty had remained unaltered, therefore, 
Britain’s mandate over Iraq would have 
lapsed in 1928, since a Peace Treaty was 
signed with Turkey in 1924; but the Mosul 
incident has put a completely new com- 
plexion on the whole business. The 
League of Nations, acting in a judicial 
capacity, has awarded the vilayet of Mosul 
to Iraq on the express condition that the 
British mandate shall be continued for a 
further period of twenty-five years. The 
Iraquis have not forgotten their sufferings 
under the Turks, and recognise to the full 
the advantages of the British mandate. 
The advocates of complete independence 
must know quite well that an “ inde- 
pendent ’’ Iraq, in its present state of 
development, could not last. for a month. 
It would fall an easy prey either to the 
Turks or to the Russian Bolsheviks, with 
disastrous consequences to the Arab race. 
The only person, indeed, who-has the 
least ground for complaint against the 
new Treaty is the British taxpayer. The 
possession, or, at any rate, the control, of 
Mesopotamia undoubtedly confers certain 
advantages on the British 
Empire,. but it has proved to be a costly 
luxury. The British people have so many 
expensive commitments throughout the 
globe that they have every reason to hope 
that the early admission of Iraq to the 
League of Nations will relieve them of 
In the mean- 
while the Turks will do everything in 
their power to make mischief among the 
people of Mosul. They have been in- 
triguing, as only Turks can intrigue, for 
the last three years, and they are deter- 
mined, if possible, to bring King Feisal’s 
Administration to the ground.

Railways and Roads. 


The British railway companies have 
submitted. to the Urban District Councils’ 
Association a memorandum on the subject 
of transport by the rival means of road 
and rail, Joint action is sought in order 
to secure that road vehicles shall bear a 
larger proportion of the cost of road main- 
tenance. There is much to be said for the 
contention of the British companies that 
road vehicles ought to be taxed, first by a 
duty on their weight and, secondly, by an 
impost on the amount of petrol consumed, 
in order to obtain from them contributions 
towards upkeep of roads proportionate to 
the amount of wear and tear which they 
cause. On the other hand, Mr. E. 5. 
Shrapnell-Smith, President of the Com- 
mercial Motor Users’ Association, contends 
that in many districts motor taxation 
yields a return’ larger than the amounts 
expended on the roads; and he points out 
that, while railways maintain their own 
tracks, they differ from motor vehicles in 
having the sole use thereof. Moreover, 
the railways meintain many services which 
are not economic, such as out-of-the-way 
stations, where business done does not pay 
for the cost of upkeep; and it is in losses 
of this sort that the railways are handi- 
capped. The National Executive of the 
Irish Farmers’ Union took the wise course 
yesterday when it appealed for a transport 
inquiry in the Irish Free State which 
would embrace roads, railways and canals, 
instead of seeking to solve transport 
problems in piecemeal fashion. In England 
the urgency of the transport problem ns 
due to the rapidly increasing complexity 
of England’s stupendous body of traffic. 
In Ireland the problem is simpler, and its 
urvency springs from the fact that 
inefficient transport is checking the re- 
vival of Irish agriculture and commerce. 
Ireland can «afford, as Britain with her 
mightier interests cannot, to treat road 
and rail problems as a single problem, 
and to adopt some such expedient as was 
suggested ‘yesterday—the restriction of 
certain classes of transport to the rail- 
ways. Perhaps, part of the solution cf 
the dual problem will be found in the 
adoption of “convertible’’ vehicles, which 
will travel by. road between market and 
railway, and by railway from the inland 
towns to the ports.

“The dam itself is about a 
mile long, and a million tons of concrete 
have been used in its construction. More 
than six .undred million cubic metres cf 
water are restraine | in the flood season, and 
then distributed by a huge system of irri- 
gation channels over an area of some 
300,000 acres—land which thereby has 
leaped from sterility into fruitfulness. 
Plans have been laid for the further 
taming of the Nile by the building of 
another barrage a thousand miles further 
south on the White Nile; ond, when .ais 
great undertaking is carried out, the Nile 
will be controlled from its equatorial 
sources to the sea. The Sennar Dam 
promises a great revival of prosperity to 
the Sudan. In the fork of land between 
the Blue and White Niles—which unite 
at Khartum—it now will be possible to 
grow cotton on something’ hke the scale 
of cultivation already reached in Egypt. 
America produces more than half the 
world’s crop of cotton, and, of the 
remainder, the large proportion which is 
grown in India is unsuitable for English 
mills. Egyptian. cotton, on the other 
hand, is of exceptionally good quality. 
It mixes well with silk, and its length 
makes it suitable for the weaving olf 
thread. In the Sudan Britain looks to 
obtain large new supplies of this excellent 
material.

IRISH ORATORS.

SOME OUTSTANDING FIGURES. 


Lecturing before the members of the Irish 
Literary Society, at Caxton Hall, West- 
minster, London, last night, on ‘‘ Orators: 
mainly Irish,” Dr. Arthur Lynch traced 
oratory from two great sources of antiquity— 
from Demosthenes and Cicero. 

Demosthenes, he said, was not only a great 
orator, but in the whole of human history he 
seemed to stand out as the orator. Demos- 
thenes made a special appeal to tlie Irish, be- 
cause he was the first great example of a 
Nationalist. Cicero was of the lawyer type, 
not so much a man of genius as a man of 
extraordinary talent and industry ; trained to a 
high degree of perfection no doubt, he framed 
himself a good deal on Demosthenes. 

lrish orators having two models from 
which to choose had almost invariably chosen 
the Ciceronian type, although he thought 
that perhaps in their original nature and by 
their inclinations the Demosthenian type 
would have been more akin to their particular 
mental and emotional characterisation. 
Having heard great speeches in many coun- 
tries, 1f he were asked what speech or what 
passage of any speech had most struck him, he 
would mention three men who were hardly 
known as orators at all—a French doctor 
called Leclerc, Mr. Masterman, and, among 
Irish speakers, Edmund Leamy. 

Discussing Irish orators, the lecturer said 
that Burke failed to gain the ear of the House 
of Commons, and his reputation was typified 
by the name which was given him of “The 
Dinner Bell.” Sheridan was an extra- 
ordinary character, who seemed to remain less 
diminished than many of the others. Refer- 
ring to Emmet and Grattan, he said that 
the latter was a great type of orator, whose 
worde were inspiring, even fo Irishmen 
to-day. Curran was described by Dr. Lynch 
as a wonderful fellow, and O’Connell as hav- 
ing everything in his favour and a born 
orator comparable with Demosthenes, and a 
symbol of Irish hopes and aspitants. 

Reviewing Parliamentary orators; he said 
that Sexton was a great speaker; Redmond 
based his speeches too much on the Cicerorian 
model;- Dillon was a figure of his (the 
lecturer’s) admiration, while among the wits 
was Tim Healy. William O’Brien reminded 
him most of Demosthenes. There were very 
few nations in the whole history of mankind 
which could show a greater galaxy of men 
rising to a fairly high eminence intellectually 
and morally, and who were all devoted in a 
pure. and unsullied spirit to the. cause of 
Ireland as they understood it. 

Concluding, he said that Curran, O'Connell 
and Thomas Meagher were outstanding 
figures among Irish orators. 
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NEW LONDON PLAY. 


MAN WHO 
THURSDAY.

. LONDON, Thursday. 
_Mrs. Cecil Chesterton and Mr. Ralph 
Neale had no light task in dramatising Mr. 
G. K. Chesterton’s fantastic novel, “ The 
Man who was Thursday,” into an effective 
Stage play, and the fact. that they have suc- 
ceeded in doing so is greatly to their credit. 

The atmosphere of this paradoxical novel, 
with its underlying parable, has been cleverly 
caught, and, if after a certain point the in- 
terest flags a little, it is mainly because one's 
faculty for surprise has been strained to the 
limit, and the amazing incidents of the night- 
mare become almost monotonous. It tells of 
a young man, who, alter a fierce argument 
with an anarchist friend (appropriately 
arrayed in red spats) falls asleep and has 
a weird and wonderful nightmare, in which 
he is made a detective by a mysterious per- 
sonage. He becomes one .of the chosen 
anarchists who take their names from the 
days in the week. The young mun’s name is 
‘ Thursday.” One by one the members of 
this select committee turn out to, be police- 
men in disguise—only Sunday remains the 
central figure of mystery | 

Sunday, according to Mr. Chesterton him- 
self, is supposed to be nature as distinguished 
from God. But I think it would. be wise to 
forget all about the parable in this play and 
remember only the fun. The play was 
admirably acted by Mr. Roy Byford as Sun- 
day, Mr. Douglas Burbidge as the Anarchist, 
and Mr. Campbell Cullen as Thursday. 

As a sort of curtain raiser, Mr. Chesterton 
made a characteristically witty speech, which 
was received with much enjoyment bv a large 
audience. Previous arrangements prevent a 
long run of this play at the Everyman 
Theatre, but, perhaps, a home for it will be

ENGINEERS, 


SCENE AT MAKWAR,

MAKWAR Thursday. 

Amid glorious sunshine, the official 
celebration of the completion and the 
official inauguration of the Sennar Dam 
and the Gezira Canalisation Works took 
place this’ morning. The ceremony was 
performed on the west bank of the main 
canal, within a stone’s throw of the 
regulator in the dam. . 

The grand stand had been erected for 
the guests. Below on the edge of the 
canal itself, in rows facing the stand, 
were seated the leading notables of the 
Sudan, dressed in red or blue, and gold- 
ambroidered robes of honour. Behind 
them were their retainers, and on either 
side natives of the district. 

On the opposite bank were some 10,000 
natives of the province, seated on their 
haunches and completely hiding ‘the sides 
of the excavation mounds. They were 
dressed in white galabeas, each sect with 
its distinctive flap. 

As one gazed at this assembly of some 
thousands of white figures with black faces, 
the effect was -f a vast field of closely 
cropped daisies with black centres. The 
whole was an amszzing spectacle, and there 
was no shadow of doubt as to the keen 
interest that all .ok in the occasion and 
the proceedings. 

It was a graceful act of the Sudan Govern- 
ment to associate with the celebration of 
the execution of t'e scheme the men whose 
pioneer work had largely contributed to it. 
But amid all the rejoicing over the success- 
ful consummation of the project, one thought 
of the man whose name, above all names, 
will ever be linked with the Gezira scheme—- 
Lord Kitchener. It was to his inspiration 
that the work was begun, that the initial 
loai. was secured and guaranteed by the 
Treasury. 

All these old Anglo-Sudan officials, as well 
as many of the active officials, present to- 
day, had served under Kitchener, and were 
fired by his faith in the future of Gezira, 
and to-day’s completion of the scheme was 
to them the fulfilment of a task which he 
had entrusted to them. 


BRITISH ENGINEERING 
TRIUMPH, 


8,000,000 ACRES TO BE 
IRRIGATED. 


The great dam at Makwar, on the Blue 
Nile, constitutes a great triumph for British 
engineering. 

Phe purpose of the dam, which has been 
in operation since last summer, when it was 
informally opened, is (states Reuter's 
Agency) the utilisation of the Blue Nile for 
the purpose of irrigating the Gezira plain 
for the cultivation of one-third cotton, one- 
third beans, and one-third fallow. The Gezira 
plain embraces, roughly, the triangular tract 
of country lying between the Blue and White 
Niles in the Anglo-Egyptian ‘Sudan, with its 
apex at Khartoum and its base along the rail- 
way line between Senar and Kost. 

80,000 ACRES SOWN WITH COTTON. 

The dam and canalisation for the big 
irrigation scheme, which ultimately has in 
view the irrigation of 35,000,000 acres, was 
completed by Messrs. Pearson, the _ well- 
known British engineering firm, in July last 
year, when irrigation was begun from the 
reservoir above the dam, During the first 
season 80,000 acres were actually sown with 
cotton and watered. 

The total length of the dam is 1.88 miles. 
The greatest height from the deepest point 


The reservoir formed above the 
dam will be a lake thirty miles long, and 
have a water capacity sufficient to supply 
the needs of Greater London for a period of 
almost two years.

The total length of the main canal is 

seventy miles and the branches 558 miles. 
At the busiest time in 1924 the total number 
of workmen on the whole project reached 
20,000, The small and obscure village’ of 
Makwar, from which the dam takes its name, 
during the progress of the works has de- 
veloped into a town of attractive small 
houses and pleasant gardens, with a popula- 
tion of over a thousand inhabitants.

The area affected by this, 
the first instalment of the complete scheme, 
is about the size of Bedfordshire, while the 
actual area under cotton will be half as large 
again as the County of London.

A BOMBSHELL, 


The Times Labour Correspondent writes : 
The Delegate Conference of the National 
Union of Railwaymen meeting in London 
yesterday rejected the findings of the National 
Wages Board. The subject was under discus- 
sion all day, The vote was taken about 5.30, 
and shortly afterwards Mr. J. H. Thomas, 
M.P., made the announcement that “by a 
large majority the delegates have rejected the 
award. That is all I have to say, and that 
is all anybody will say.”

In a leading article 7'he Trimea observes :— 
Temporary though their alliance may prove 
to be, there is promise of a stormy session 
in the combination against the Government of 
the Independent and Swarajist members on 
the very morrow of the Viceroy’s opening of 
the Legislatures at Deihi.

The Cawnpore resolution was obviously 
passed in order to furnish the Swarajist Party 
with an election cry, which might influence 
the emotional Hindu voter in their favour 
next winter.

£100,000 FOR THE CARE OF 
ANIMALS. 


Remarkable provisions are contained in the 
will of Mrs. Sarah M. Grove Grady, a lonely 
widow, who died at Crowborough, Sussex, 
last November, aged 84. Mrs. Grove Grady a 
sole interest in life was the care of animals, 
She abhorred unnecessary suffering and kill 
ing for sport, and in her will the pursuit of 
deer, stags, fotes, rabbits, and hares, and 
fishing are denounced as cruel practices. 

Under her will nearly £100,000 is left to 
societies and institutions devoted to the care 
of animals. .The People’s Dispensary for 
sick animals of the poor receives £50,000; 
£10.000 was bequeathed to the Royal Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, but 
this was on condition that the chairman and 
members of the committees shall be, and 
always have been, anti-vivisectionists, and 
opposed to sports involving the pursuit or 
death of a stag, deer, fox, hare, rabbit, or 
any bird, fish or any other animal, and shall 
use every means to abolish such sport. 

Captain Fairholme, Secretary of the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, informed a Press representative last 
night that owing to the conditions attached 
to the bequest the legacy had had to be re- 
fused. 

Mrs. Grove Grady left £9,000 to the Anti. 
Vivisection Hospital, and £6,000 to the 
National Anti-Vivisection Society, and after 
various other legacies heaucathed the residue 
of her fortune to be devoted to the founda- 
tion of an institute to be called the Beaumont 
Animals’ Benevolent Society.

And here, it is but right to note, how well 
and how effectively have been kept alive the 
very best traditions of a “corner,” 
known to fame as the ‘* Round Church 
Corner.” In its most recent associations, 
even, the glamour of the ancient dignity, 
combined with a touch of true Bohemianism, 
still survived, and 
indefinable allurement.

THE “ GRIDIRON.”

They were followed in 
their occupation by Kinsley and his 
restaurant, known to fame at tho time as 
the ** Burlington,” or Kinsley’s ** Gridiron.’’

“It is dangerous, misleading, and fan- 
tastic to suggest that this country is living 
on its capital. There ‘is a trade balance 
in its favour, and it is “adding ‘to its 
wealth,” said Sir Philip Cunliffe Lister, 
President of the Board of Trade, at Halifax 
last night. 

Sir Philip presented the result of an 
analysis of the trade figures for which an 
index figure of 100 for 1915 he had taken as 
a basis of comparison, 

In 1924, he said, the nett imports were 
106.6 and the exports 76.1, as compared with 
100 for 1913. In 1925 the imports had risen 
to 111.5 and the. exports stood at practically 
the same figure of 76.

Taking a 
strictly conservative estimate of invisible ex- 
ports, the result was that last year Britain 
had a trade balance of not less than 28 or 00 
millions. It was certainly not smaller, and 
might be considerably larger. 

he position was even better than these 
figures sugvested, for during the last two 
years Great. Britain had been receiving im- 
ports which were a set-off against exports of 
credit during the years. 1919 and 1920, but 
the balance to-day was insufficient, 

THREE POINTS. 

It was not nearly so much as before .the 
war, and to-day the country needed a bigger 
balance for the purpose of providing new 
capital for, the development of new markets: 

Three significant points emerged from the 
trade figures :— 

First, reduced shipping earnings, due to 

the reduced value of world trades 

Secondly, a large reduction in exports of 
coal: 

The third point was the increase of manu- 
factured imports. It was because of 
that that it was so vitally important to 
buy British goods. 

The home market was of more importance 
than ever before. The more a manufacturer 
conid sell the bigger would be his output, 
and that would enable him to produce more 
cheaply and compete effectively in the markets 
of the .world. The conception of buying

While the present programmes were, 
broadly, satisfactory, the Radio Association 
considered the talks too academic and profes- 
sorial, lacking in crispness, and réality. In 
regard to news, the <Associatign considered 
that the progress of broadcasting was being 
retarded by vested interests. No effort should 
he spared to build up a real news service. 
The Broadcasting Company should be allowed 
to have its own announcers or narrators 
present at big events of the day, who would 
report, either from the spot, or, shortly after- 
yards, from the studie, on such events, The 
Association looked foward to the time, not 
very far distant, when correspondents with 
portable transmitting sets would actually re- 
port events of which they were eye-witnesses. 
The Press and broadcasting should adapt 
themselves to a friendly co-operation at the 
earliest moment, 

Answering the Ghairman, Commander 
Kenworthy said that, generally speaking, the 
members of the Association approved of the 
programme now being broadcast, and it was 
recognised in Europe that we were a good 
way ahead of other countries in the standard 
of the material that was broadeast,

CO. CORK TUBERCULOSIS 


SCHEME. 
LETTER FROM MINISTRY FOR 
LOCAL GOVERNMENT. 


At a special meeting of the Cork County 


Council yesterday a letter was read from the | 


Ministry for Local Government dealing with 
the necessity ‘for making more satisfactory 
arrangements for the treatment of inhabitants 
of the County of Cork suffering from tuber 
culosis, and pointjng out that the Council 
should lose no time in preparing a suitable 
scheme for the treatment of tuberculosis in 
the county, and should submit it for the 
Minister’s approval. It would be advisable 
for them at the same time to consult with 
the County Board of Health, upon whom the 
administration of the scheme would devolve, 
as to the provisions to be made for the cost 
of the scheme in the estimates for the coming 
financial year. 

Attention was also drawn to the Ministry’s 
circular letter of the 14th ultimo, respecting 
Cork County s share of the sanatorium grant, 
and pointing out that the allocation of that 
sum to the county was dependent on the 
carrying into operation of an approved tuber- 
culosis scheme. 

The Secretary said that the latter part of 
the letter referred to the sum of £10,800 re- 
tained under the original Act for sanitoria, 

Lhe Chairman (Mr. D. L. O'Gorman) asked 
if any reply had been received to the letter 
sent by Messrs. Exham and Horgan, soli- 
citors, to the Department on the. matter. 

The Secretary stated that he had received 
no reply. 

The Chairman said that until such an 
answer was received there would be no use 
in going into the matter. 

Mr. P. H. Barry said that the letter stated 
definitely that no additional burden would be 
placed on the rates if they adopted a com- 
prehensive scheme that would be approved of. 
They would get an equivalent grant for the 
rate of ld. in the £ that they were spending 
at present, and also their capital sum, if 
they had such a scheme. It was a matter of 
urgent necessity, and the bodies mentioned 
should be asked to immediately confer on the 
drafting of an approved scheme. 

The Chairman said that people who ought 
ot know were satisfied that a scheme could 
not be run for anything like ld. in the &£. 
If a scheme were limited to such a rate there 
would be no objection to it. 

It was decided to defer consideration ‘of 
the matter to a future meeting. 

At the meeting of the Cork County Insur- 
ance Committee yesterday it was stated that 
advanced cases were dying owing to the lack 
of facilities for treatment, and it was decided 
to summon a conference of the various 
authorities to draft a scheme in accordance 
with the suggestion of the Local Government 
Board. It was mentioned that the scheme 
would probably provide for dispensary treat- 
ment, tuberculosis officers and nursing

COST OF LIVING BONUSES. 

Mr. Conor Hogan, T.D. (Clare), moved a 
resolution asking for the abolition of the cost 
of living bonus paid to State and local 
officials, having full advyertence to the 
capacity of the people to pay, as well as the 
true cost of social services and the necessaries 
of life in the public markets. 

Lhe question of war bonus, said Mr. 
Hogan, was one that would have to be 
tackled seriously. Estimates for public 
services were based upon the high cost of 
the services and the high cost of living, 
whichy at present, was 88 points above pre- 
war, It was a curious thing that food - 
duced in Ireland was dearer in Dublin than 
in Great Britain. This was largely a ques- 
tion of profiteering. There was_no reason 
why the food produced in Ireland should be 
dearer here than in Great Britain. The. cost 
of living figure should have been based, not 
on the retail prices, but on the market prices. 
He was heartily in support of everything that 
went to have the cost of living figure 
revised, 

Mr. Gorey seconded the motion. The 
whole question of increased’ war bonus, he 
said, was based on the cost of living and 
the capacity. to pay....At the time the bonus 
was granted there was nó {tlestion of capacity 
to pay. Now there was want of eapacity to 
pay. The load was t® heavy and could not 
continue. 

Mr. Wilson; T.D., -contended that the 
88 points above pre-war in the cost of living 
was 88 points above a ‘standard which was 
lower than in England. He agreed that they 
should base Se tee =, on their capacity to 
pay. At Grangegornmian Mental Hospital they 
had cut the salaries of officials from the 
highest to the lowest by tem per cent. He 
did-not,see why a county council officer should 
have £1,200 a year, while a farmer could not 


| pay his way.

The sense of news value of the Press of the 
world with regard to Ireland was a false and 
mistaken one. ‘Large headlines, were given 
to such things as a crisis in the Free State 
Army, a raid of gunmen, a strike, possibly. 
“ Similarly,” Major Cooper went on to say, 
to the amusement of the Northern guests, 
“I have noticed a certain amount of 
publicity given to a strike of Specials, and 
an inquiry into housing. Those are not the 
constructive things that make for better 
business.” They must work for a better 
mind in the public, and try to substitute the 
peace mind for the war mind. 

MUTUAL PROBLEMS. 

That change of mind was necessary if they 
were to have progress and prosperity 
and better business. They must sub- 
stitute construction for destruction, 
and different parties must get together— 
informally, if in no other way— 
to discuss mutual problems. His two and a 
half years in the Dail had been a striking 
instance of the value of that.

VALUE OF ADVERTISING. 

Mr. C. E. McConnell gave an interesting 
address on the subject of ‘‘ Advertising ” 
from the Dublin Broadcasting Station Jast 
night. 

He said that advertising was a public ser- 
vice which brought conveniences, necessities 
and luxuries within reach of the moderate: 
sized purse. It tended to inyprove and main- 
tain the quality of the goods the public 
bought, and it positively protected the public 
from inferior goods, and from harmful un- 
clean and impure foc™stuffs. 

Advertising alone never made a big fortune 
for anybody. It was not a trick by which 
any kind of goods could be sold to a 
creduluus public. The. goods must be good 
value. A (;reek philosopher said about 300 
years B.C. :—** Advertisement, however 
brillaggly arresting, will not sell fraudulent 
mercháhdise over a ie ne period of time. be- 
cause publicity has an excellent trick of re- 
vealing defects, as well as virtues, the super- 
ficial, as well as the profound. The more 
limelight it throws upon an individual. an 
idea or commodity, the more each has “to 
live up to” the reputation that has been 
acquired.” 

Advertising made mas production possible, 
and with mass production it was possible 
for manufacturers to sell cheaply. 

Mr. MeConnell mentioned that an upricht 
advertising agent would not handle the ad- 
vertising of goods that were not worthv. 
When the expert publicity man was consulted 
by a manufacturer he looked for ** selling 
points ” which he could present attractively 


in advertisements. If it was a foodstuff he 
wanted to know if the raw materials were 
tested for quahty and purity. He looked to 
see 1f the workers were clean a»d the factory 
hygienic, and niade other pnquiries which 
probably suggested some way in which the 
product could be improved. The manufa 
turer became keen to improve it, so that he 
could say in his advertising just in what way 
it was better than others. That was one 


way in which advertising tended to improve 
and maintain the quality of the product. TI 
manufacturer oí a wel!-known and | 
vertised article could not afford to 
quality fall. 

Fraudulent advertisements were becoming 
more and more rare. The slogan of the 
Advertising Agents’ Association of the Worl 
was: “Truth jn Advertising.”’
